Dietary Therapy: a possible 
solution for many people 


Coffee Countians consume far 
too much fat, sodium and choleste- 
rol, and they pay a heavy price for 
their poor eating habits. 

In fact, three of the most common 
diseases in the United States-- 
hypertension, heart disease and dia- 
betes--are a least partly caused by 
poor eating habits. 

Treating these diseases often re- 
quires expensive medical procedures 
such as coronary bypass surgery, an- 
gioplasty and drug medication, The 
high cost of these procedures has 
prompted many doctors to look for 
newer, cheaper ways to treat these 
diseases. 

One alternative is diet therapy. 
Studies have shown that low-fat 
diets rich in fruits, grains and vegeta- 
bles can actually work to unclog 
cholesterol-congested arteries. 

Moreover, some people who suf- 
fer from hypertension and diabetes 
are able to discard expensive drug 
medication by following a low-fat 
diet. 

In addition .to being considerably 
cheaper than conventional treatment 
methods, diet therapy appears to be 
effective and long-lasting. 


Switching to a low-fat diet isn’t» 


as difficult as it maty seem--even for 
many Southerners who have spent a 
lifetime eating fried foods. Many 
people have the wrong impression 
that low-fat diets are: bland and taste- 
less. In fact, countiess numbers of 
heart and diabetes pzitients who have 
been advised to crit their calories 
have discovered thiat low-fat diets 
can be delicious. 

Some physicians now believe that 
people with diabetes; or heart disease 
should first try a low-fat diet, cou- 
pled with moderatic exercise. Pa- 
tients should consicier medication or 
surgery only if diet and exercise fail 
to work. 


Some doctors aliso contend that 
the government shouild take steps to 
prevent people from developing diet- 
related diseases. They believe that 
all government-adnainistered food 
programs--such as l.inches served at 
prisons, schools and shospitals--ought 
to be low in fat, choliesterol and sodi- 
um. f 

They believe the same policy 
should also apply to meals served at 
nursing homes, hos) itals, and other 
facilities reimburseri by Medicaid 
and Medicare.

Fire plugs available for a price 


Rural residents who will receive 
water from the proposed Landfill 
Water Line Extension by the Coffee 
County Commission have received a 
letter from the engineer handling the 
project for the commission. The let- 
ter shows the connection fee, meter 
deposit and water rates. 

Also in this letter in information 
that the home owner can get a fire 
hydrant installed (during the con- 
struction period) for the contract 
price of $1,016.80. 

Most insurance companies give 
much lower rates if adaquate water 
is available within 1,000 feet to fight 
a house fire. One home owner who 


will be served by the Landfill Water 
Line Extension has checked with his 
insurance company and predicts he 
will save the full cost of the fire plug 
installation within two years, due to 
reduced insurance charges. 

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board estimates it will cost at least 
$1,498.32 if home owners wait until 
the system is installed and Elba wa- 
ter crews are required to cut into the 
main line to install a fire plug.

The Coffee County Commission 
held a special meeting Monday 
morning to get an update on the stat- 
us of the flood damage recovery pro- 
cess. 

County Engineer Mark Pool told 
commissioners that 14 county roads 
remained closed at this time. Work 
continues but he warns that it will 
still be sometime before things are 
back to “pre-flood status.” 

He stated that work is continuing 
on the closing of the old landfill and 
that he hopes to meet the October 
9th deadline, No word has been re- 
ceived in regards to being granted an 
extension by the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, 

As time and manpower permits, 
Pool plans to began work on the sec- 
ond cell at the new county landfill; 
however, flood damage repairs and 
the closing of the old landfill are 
both “high priority” projects at this 


time. 

Some good news is that Coffee 
County should be receiving some 
funds in the near future with which 
to pay for some of the damages. 

According to Pool, $339,913.00 
in damage assessments on off- 
system roads has already been writ- 
ten up by inspection teams. It has 
been forwarded to FEMA (Federal 
Emergency Management Agency) 
for checking and approval. 

Before going into “a closed door 
session,” commissioners set a weight 
limit of 60,000 pounds on the Pen- 
ney Road. Signs have been ordered 
and will be put in place in the near 
future. 

In other action concerning 
weight, the commissioners gave ap- 
proval to landfill personnel to not al- 
low any trucks being Overweight to 
dump in the landfill, They will be 
sent back to their point of origin, 
This policy is to become effective 
September 6th, 

The commission adjourned until 
Monday, August 22, 1994,

Five injured during chlorine Spill

All the emergency vehicles going 
up the Brantley Highway with sirens 
blaring Tuesday morning, August 9, 
was no drill! 

At approximately 7:30 p.m., an 
>mployee of the City of Elba Water 
Department was notified by a pass- 
ing motorists that there appeared to 
de something leaking at the water 
tank on the Brantley Highway. 

Water Department Superinten- 
dent Dennis Coleman, who was al- 
eady enroute to make a routine in- 
ection of all the city’s well sites, 
‘aS notified and he immediately 
went to the scene. 

Coleman, upon his arrival at the 
well, discovered chlorine spewing 
from a 150 pound pressurized cylin- 
der. 

The Elba Fire Department was 
dispatched to the scene to assist in 
securing the immediate area. Also, 
units of the Elba Rescue Squard 
were dispatched to the site of the 
leak, 

After assessing the situating, Elba 
Fireman Danny Jordan, who is also a 
Ft. Rucker Fireman, determined that 
additional help was needed in han- 
dling the chlorine leak. 

Ft. Rucker was advised of the sit- 
uation and a HazMat Team (consists 
of personnel especially trained to 
deal with harzardous materials) was 
dispatched to the scene. 

Meanwhile, Elba firemen assisted 
by police officers evacuated resi- 
dents from the immediate area, 
About five residents were vacated as 
a precautionary measure. 

Firemen, with the help of Elba 
Police and Coffee County Sheriff's 
Deputies secured the area and moni- 
tored the “gaseous cloud” until per- 
sonnel from Ft, Rucker arrived. 

The HazMat Team arrived shortly 
before 9:00 a.m, and immediately 
proceeded to secure the leak. 

According to Wanda Reynolds, 
Ft. Rucker’s Public Affairs Office, 
stated that the team found that a sin- 


Cave-in kills one man injures another 


A cave-in last Thusday afternoon 
in an Enterprise, Alabama subdivi- 
sion claimed the life of one man and 
injured another, 

The dead man was identified by 
authorities as Thomas Davidson, 29, 
of Tennesee, He was presently living 
in Level Plains. 

Injured in the accident was Dan 
Robke, 34, of Enterprise. 

The two men were members of a 
contracting crew installing sewer 
lines along a new section of Kings- 
wood Drive to a new subdivision, A 
ditch was being dug down the center 
of the roadway to tie into an existing 
line, 

The subdivision is located just off 
Sheel Field Rorad in northern Enter- 
prise 

The accident occurred around 
2:30 p.m. while the two men were 
digging in a tench more than ten 
feet deep with no casing or protec- 
tive shoring, 

Recurers worked for nearly seven 
hours before both men were freed- 
one alive and the other dead! 

Davidson's body was recovered 
from the trench and removed from 
the sceneshortly after 7 p.m. 

It was not until after 9 p.m, that 
Robke was removed from the ditch 
and taken to Medical Center Enter- 
prise for treatment of his injuries, He 


complained of pain in his legs, hip, 
and chest areas, 

The rescue efforts, which seemed 
lo by-standers “to be taking too 
long,” had to be done in a slow and 
methodical manner to prevent the 
survivor from being “buried alive.” 

Water to the area was cut off and 
drained to prevent the ditch from be- 
ing flooded should water mains in 
the trench break. 

Nearby, holes were dug into 
which dirt could be quickly moved 
should there be further cave-ins near 
the trapped men, 

Oxygen was supplied to Robke 
during his entrapment and precau- 
tions were made to ensure that he 
had an “air pocket” in which to 
breath should another cave-in occur, 

All during the rescue effort,

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gle cylinder was leaking through a 
hole about six inches from the bot- 
tom of the tank, 

‘That 150 pound chlorine tank 
was leaking on 10 other tanks,” said 
Reynolds. “So, that had the potential 
to be something really bad if it had 
(the escaping chlorine) eating 
through tose other tanks,” 

It took approximately 15 minutes 
for the team from Ft. Rucker to con- 
tain the ‘leak using a special kit de- 
signed for that purpose, 

Commanding the unit from Ft. 
Rucker was Assistant Fire Chief.Ge- 
rald Bottoms. Serving as Operations 
Officer was Steve Carlisle and 
Charles Layton was Safety Officer 
for the incident. There were about 10 
total personnel from Ft. Rucker as- 
‘siting in the operation. 

During the incident, four Elba 


firemen and one water department 
employee were treated for heat ex- 
haustion. They also had to be 
“washed down” due to being ex- 
posed to the chlorine. 

The injured were transported to 
Elba General Hospital for treatment 
and were later released. 

Charles Webb, director of Coffee 
County Emergency Management 
Agency, was also on the scene to as- 
sist in the operation. 

He stated that local and county 
firemen have all received training on 
how to handle situations such as the 
one which occurred on Tuesday. 

Webb stated that Ft. Rucker has a 
“mutual support agreement” with 
Coffee County to assist in situation 
such as the chlorine leak. 

He had nothing but praise for eve- 
ryone taking part in the operation,

has been arrested and charged with 
criminal trespass.

Carnley alleges that the police of- 
ficer, Laid, enetred her home with- 
Out the proper authoprization - a 
search warrant. 

Already, Ms. Carnley had regis- 
tered a complaint concerning the in- 
cident with the New Brockton Town 
Council during their August 1st 
meeting. 

At that time, the council voted to 
conduct or rather have another law 
enforcement agency conduct an in- 
vestigation into Ms, Carnley’s charg- 
es, Attorney Joe Sawyer, the town’s 
legal counsel was to make the ar-

Meanwhile, Officer Laird was to 
remain on duty with the police de- 
partment working his regualr sched- 
ule. 


According to an unconfirmed re- 
port, Laird has been suspended from 
duty with pay since his arrest on Fri- 
day.

Europeans love the big, boxy 
American vehicles because their 
Own cars are so small. Importing 
new vans requires payment of so 
many taxes and fees that they are 
priced out of reach. As a result, his 
company exports as many used vans 
to Europe as it can acquire, and they 
pay a premium for good-condition 
used vans like yours. In fact, they'll 
offer you $7,000 immediately if 
you're interested. 

Naturally you are very interested, 
but then comes the catch. His com- 
pany must first verify that your van 
is as nice as you said in the ad. They 
do this by using an “inspection” 
team that travels over the country 
and is somewhere in Southern Ala- 
bama right now. They can stop by, 
certify the condition, and pay you 
the cash for your van on the spot. 
But the company charges a $250 fee 
for this inspection. Time is short so 
they ask you to send the money 
(cash preferred) by overnight mail to 
their address, after which they'll 
send the inspectors and you’ll make 
a tidy profit. 

The only problem with this deal 
is that the story is a complete fake. 
There is no company and no “inspec- 
tion team”. If you send the money, 
they just vanish! 

How can you tell? All the obvi- 
ous trademarks of a scam are there... 

*The offer is “too good to be 
true,” 

* The company needs your mon- 
ey immediately, giving you no time 
to think or check out the story, and 

*They want you to send money 
by private overnight service so you 
don’t use the mail and keep the Post- 
al Inspector out of the deal.

Pike 
County may start the year atop the polls, but the Bulldogs will have to be 
mighty, mighty good to stay there very long.

Greenville, with the only home game being against Central of Tuscaloosa 
So, by the fourth week everybody will know just how good theses Bull- 
dogs really are.

CLASS 3A - Colbert County and Southern Choctaw are 1-2 in both 
polls, and while Colbert County is the defending champ and filled with 
tradition, Southern Choctaw is the state’s answer to the Buffalo Bills, as 
the Indians have always won big during the regular scason and then fallen 
flat on their faces in post-season action.

Most producer around Coffee 
County plant either clovers or winter 


The two most popular clovers to 
plant are Crimson clover and Arrow- 
leat. The best overall variety of Ar 
rowleaf clover is the Yuchi Arrow 
leat clover variety. When planting 
Crimson the new AU Robyn is a va- 
ricty that looks really good. The old 
\ulauga variety is still a sound va- 
ricly as well as Tibbce. 

Arrowleaf clover provides you a 
lot of late grazing and doesn’t work 
very well on oat and crop fields be- 
cause many times the field must be 
plowed up to plant spring crops. My 
favorite varicty of clover is Crimson 
because it comes on early and is 
pretty well through with what its go- 
ing to do around March. 


Winter grasses to consider would 
be oats, ryegrass, rye and wheat. 
There are several different varicties 
of these grasses to plant which I will 
discuss in future articles. Right now 
| would like for you to consider the 
characteristics of each grass and de- 
cide which you think will work best 
for your situation. 

Rye of all the varieties probably 
gels started and provides: the most 
grazing carly. Wheat is a very close 
second. [n terms of what cattle like 
tO Cal, Oals are a variety they really 
enjoy eating. Oats, in most years, do 
a good job of coming up and provid- 
ing grazing. If it is cold however, 
there is the possibility they will ei- 
ther winter kill or tend to sit still. In 


important now 


other words they go dormant and di 
not really die bul once grazed down 


that's about all you get. Oats are not 
as tolerant to cold weather as rye or 
wheat 

Ryeegra ontinues to be one of 
the best grasses to plant if you want 
grazing into late spring. Just like Yu 
chi Arrowleaf clover, ryegrass is not 


a real practical grass to plant if you 
are going to tear the crop up in the 
early part of March or late February. 
Phis is about the time ryegrass really 
gets started. In a crop field rye 
mixed with oats, or wheat or rye 
alone with one of the clovers, or 
wheat or oats alone with one of the 
clovers would probably work better 
than ryegrass. The problem with us- 
ing oats as your only source of graz- 
ing is that they are not always relia- 
ble. 

Considering these factors, it is 
worth your while to take a look at 
What you want to plant, what is go- 
ing to happen in that field, and what 
It costs before making a decision. 
For example--if you have one field 
that is going to be set-aside land, 
which will not be planted for say 
peanuts or corn, it could be planted 
with some type of grazing that 
would go into late spring. In that par- 
licular field something such as rye- 
grass along with some Arrowleaf 
clover mixed with rye would be a 
good combination. In a field that 
would be torn up in late February to 
plant peanuts or corn, it would prob- 
ably be better to plant rye mixed 
with Crimson clover as a possible 
crop alternative. 

By planning now, you will be 
ready to plant your winter grazing 
after the busy peanut harvest season. 
We will have future articles in this 
paper concerning varieties, planting 
depths, and anything new that comes 
on the market.

City of Elba - Mularz lawsuit settles at a cost of $60,000 plus

The Elba City Council, with the 
help of a battery of lawyers, has set- 
ued the wrongful firing lawsuit filed 
last October by Recreation Director 
Ricky Mularz. U. S. District Judge 
Harold Albritton signed the court or- 
der ending the lawsuit on Tuesday, 
August 16th. Mularz returned to 
work as recreation director on Mon- 
day morning, August 22, 

Mayor Ricky Haywood  an- 
nounced the settlement officially 
Monday night at the regular city 
council meeting. He explained to the 
press and others present the reason 
for making the settlement. 

He said that in lengthy dis- 
cussions with defense attorneys, they 
advised a settlement. Haywood said 
the lawyers told them, “There is no 
way to defend this case.” They ex- 
plained to city officials that a jury 
trial would generate more legal fees 
alone than this settlement amount. 

“It is $60,000 now or an un- 
specified amount later - much 
more,” Haywood quoted the at- 


purposes. They cannot include any 
suggestion of termination or dis 
ciplinary actions against him. 

The order forbids city officials 
harassing or retaliating against Mu- 
larz in any manner. He must be re- 
instated as recreation director with

The case was discharged “with 
prejudice against all defendants” as 
long as they comply with the terms 
and conditions of the settlement. 
“With prejudice” means simply that 
this lawsuit is over forever and ever, 
if city officials respect the re- 
quirements of the settlement. 

» Settlement terms include payment 
of $60,000 cash, with $15,000 pay- 
able immediately and three more 
$15,000 payments approximately 45 


days apart. The court order calls for 
the checks to be made payable and 
delivered to Mularz’s lawyer, John 
N. Pappanastos, of Montgomery, 
The final $15,000 payment is due on 
January 10, 1995. 

If any payment is late or not paid, 
the entire balance of the debt is due 
immediately, plus interest at 12% 
per year, As long as the city pays the 
payments on time, all interest pay- 
ments are waived. 

The judgement repayment plan, 
which is an official part of the settle- 
ment, includes the statement, “The 
Defendants acknowledge owing the 
Plaintiff the sum of Sixty Thousand 
and 00/000 Dollars ($60,000).” 

The judgment calls for Mularz to 
be reinstated with all benefits which 
he would have accrued since being 
terminated by Elba Mayor Ricky 
Haywood on October 8, 1993. The 
city must reinstate sick leave and va- 
cation which Mularz withdrew (was 
paid for) at the time of his termina- 
tion, 

Personnel records must show 
only that Mularz was on leave of ab- 
sence with pay for administrative

Following the settlement, Mularz 
declined to respond directly to ques- 
tions, He said, “All I ever wanted 
was to get my job back and to be 
treated fairly.” 

Hammering out the agreement be- 
fore Judge Albritton were four at- 
torneys, two on each side of the 


question, 

Alex Holtsford, Jr., of Montgom- 
ery, represented the City of Elba and 
the council members in their official 
capacity, while Horace G. Williams, 
of Eufaula, representing Mayor 
Ricky Haywood in his official ca- 
pacity.

Police Chief Parker granted medical leave

The Elba City Council heard a 
disturbing end to what appeared to 
be a routine report from Police Chief 
Jack Parker. 

Parker ended his otherwise up- 
beat activity report with a request for 
an unpaid medical leave of absence, 
beginning September 9th. Parker 
said he will undergo surgery on Sep- 
tember 13th and will need at least 
five weeks to get over the surgery. 

This was only one of the options 
Parker offered the council. He as- 
sured them there would be no hard 
feelings if they chose to replace him 
immediately. 

The council unanimously ap- 
proved his request for medical leave 
trom September 9th until October 
18th. 

As part of his report to the coun- 
cil, Parker reminded the councilmen 
that the curfew ordinance was to ex- 
pire as of September 30. He added 
that it is a great asset to law enforce- 
ment and he recommended it be put 
into place permanently. 

He also updated council members 
on the drug money the city will be 
receiving from the 1/2 million dollar 
drug bust made by State Trooper 
Ronnie Whitworth near Elba. He 
was assisted by Elba Police Sgt. L. 
C. Cook. 

Parker said Elba is to get some 
$35,700 to be used in law enforce- 
ment. He added that District At- 
torney Joel Folmar had stated to him 
that all drug money should be trans- 
ferred to the 12th Judicial Circuit 
Drug Task Force. 

Parker explained that no member 
of the Drug Task Force was in- 
volved; the decision of how to dis- 
tribute the money was made by fed- 
eral authorities and he felt it was 
done correctly, 

He referred to the agreement

Pool, who has been working on 
the assumption that the extension 
would not be granted, told commis- 
sioners that he feels the deadline of 
October 9th will be met. 

“We're going to get the old land- 
fill closed out!” Pool emphatically 
stated, 

Authorization was requested and 
granted by the commission to allow 
Pool to negotiate with contractors to 
get the county’s on-system roads re- 
paired within the 180 days. 

In order to receive 100% funding 
from the Federal Highway Adminis- 
tration on the repair of the on-system 
roads, the repairs must be completed 
within 180 days of the damage, The

“I have received several calls 
about people who have let dogs run 
on other people’s property and dam- 
age things such as boat piers, ” 
Counts stated, 

Bottom line, Sheriff Counts sug- 
gested to the commissioners that the 
county needed some type of ordi- 
nance/law dealing with animal con- 
Hale He read an example of such a 
aw, 

Members of the commission 
agreed to consider the measure but 
took no action, 

A representative from Cross 
Trails Library, Max Hand, appeared 
before the commission asking that 
the consideration be given to in- 
creasing their budgeted amount to 
the library. 

Hand gave the commissioners a 
brief overview of some of the plans 
he has for using the monies should 
they see fit to increase their contribu-

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state funds were issued to set up the 
task force. This agreement only set 
guidelines for money and property 
found by the task force. 

The chief has said he would like 
to purchase two new patrol cars with 
the funds. He added buying equip- 
ment for law enforcement is an ap- 
proved use of the money. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood com- 
mended the police department, par- 
ticularly the third shift, for their ex- 
cellent job last Friday night. 

Friday night police responded to a 
disturbance at a dance being held at 
the teen club, in a renovated portion 
of the old Elba High School. A num- 
ber of arrest have been made or are 
pending in this matter, 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough addressed the Friday night af- 
fair and asked several questions con- 
cerning the lease on the city owned 
property and the apparent fact that 
alcoholic beverages were being con- 
sumed on city property. 

McCollough said, “The wet-dry 
vote held recently indicated a major- 
ity in Elba don’t want alcohol 
served. Alcohol containers all 
around the building and the nearby 
church indicate they were drinking 
there.” 

No action was taken, but Hay- 
wood asked McCollough to get with 


the city attomey and explore the al- 
ternatives. 

Assistant Police Chief Max 
Hooks told council members that 
Mrs. Dolray Fleming, manager of 
the private facility, was working 
with law enforcement. He added that 
she is the one who signed the arrest 
warrants on those involved. 

A letter from another attorney, on 
behalf of some local citizens, was re- 
ferred to representatives of the city’s 
liability insurance carrier, as was a 
claim for damage to a car. 

The council appointed Operations 
Manager Henry Clark as official 
agent to deal with federal officials 
on flood damage funds. 

A request for an increase in fund- 
ing donations was tabled until work 
begins on a budget for the coming 
year. 

A complaint from council mem- 
ber Brad Wilson about the absence 
of reflectors at a barricade on Car- 
oline Street almost hit a stone wall. 

Acting Street Superintendent Bil- 
ly Meeks explained he didn’t have 
anything to put up. He.added that the 
bookkeeper had told him there was 
no money to buy barricades or re- 
flectors. It was agreed he would put 
up some wooden barricades with re- 
flective paint. 


Coffee County Sheriff's deputies 
eradicate 1,000 marijuana plants 


This past weekend, Coffee 
County Sheriff's deputies were suc- 
cessful in the discovery and eradica- 
tion of a marijuana crop. 

According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Mickey Counts, investigators 
with the sheriffs department, along 
with the Alabama National Guard 
and Alabama State Trooper Marijua- 
na Eradication Unit, located and con- 
fiscated in excess of 1,000 marijuana 
plants. 

The plants were located in north 
central Coffee County during an op- 
eration which took place on Satur- 
day, Aug, 20th. 

“Operations such as the one 
which took place this past weekend 
are scheduled as often as possible, 


said Sheriff Counts. “This one 
proved to be productive!” 

The confiscated marijuana crop 
was estimated by officials as having 
a “street value” in excess of two mil- 
lion dollars. The plants ranged in 
size from four inches to six feet tall. 

There were no arrests made dur- 
ing the operation. 

“This is part of an ongoing effort 
by local and state law enforcement 
agencies to climinate the growth and 
distribution of the illegal drugs,” 
said Counts. 

Anyone having any information 
regarding the possible growing, sale, 
or use of ANY illegal drug is urged 
to contact the Coffee County Sher- 
iff’s Department or Crimestoppers. 


Sleep disorders discussed at 
ENH’s family council meeting 


The Elba Nursing Home hosted a 
family council meeting Wednesday, 
August 17, 1994, 

The meeting began at 12 noon 
with guests being treated to lunch 
followed by a very informative pres- 
entation on sleep disorders, 

Dr, Alan Purvis, M.D, from 
Southeast Alabama Medical Center 
Sleep Disorder Center was the guest 
speaker, Also, Bill Nelson, a sleep 
disorder technician, addressed the 
group. 

Dr, Purvis, in his presentation, fo- 
cused on both physical and emotion- 
al factors that cause sleep disorders, 
He explained such problems as sleep 
apnea, insomnia, and restless leg 
syndrome. 

It was stressed that most sleep 
disorders are treated once they are 
evaluated and a diagnosis is made. 
The doctor noted that sleep disorders 
should never be treated with long 
term use of chemical sleep aides, 


Nelson addressed the group as to 
what is available at the sleep disor- 
der clinic. A patient is monitored 
throughout his time of sleep by sen- 
sors and videotape, 

These aids are reviewed by Dr, 
Purvis and the problem identified. 
Treatment is scheduled which may 
include surgical procedures if related 
to such problems as sleep apnea, 

The group was given literature 
which included a toll free number 
should there be questions or con- 
cerns regarding sleep pattems, The

According to Ellen Briley, admin- 
istator of Elba General Hospital and 
Nursing Home, family council meet- 
ings are held at Elba Nursing Home 
quarterly. :
